The  people  of  VaaeouTer  hare  decided  to  enter 

the  field  of  technical  edUCatUm  on  a  scale  com- 
mensurate With  the  alse  of  a  city  of  extensive 
and  expandlhf  commerelal  and  Induetrlal  enter- 
prises In  the  opinion  of  the  Survey  Commls- 
•loners  the  weakness  of  the  technical  courbe^ 
then  In  operation  waa  the  lndeflnlt»neea  of  the 
aim. and  object  In  view  Tho.se  responsible  for 
Ita  organization  were  apparently  afraid  to  call 
their  aehool  a  roeatlonal  one.  and  "steered  a  slg- 
7.aK  if)iii.sf  with  one  eye  on  the  inuversity  and 
the  other  on  the  various  tradw  and  l^idustrles." 
The  advice  given  by  thoee  ivtio  conducted  the 
.survey  was  th>it  in  order  to  discover  the  real 
workof  i.aocaLlonal  schOOL  KL-Vitficouver  it 
would  be  iitif  neeerjr  to  make  a  complete  and  ex- 
haustive survey  of  the  business  and  industrial 
e8tablishm<||ats  of  the  city.  If  this  has  since 
been  thoroughly  done,  and  If,  profiting  by  the 
mistakes  of  the  pa.st  there  and  cKsewhore,  th- 
educational  authorities  have  clarilled  their  ideas 
as  to  what  the  nature  of  their  technical  school 
should  be,  and  what  ft  shodld  try  to  accomplish, 
the  Vancouver  experiment  may  in  time  Justify 
its  existence  and  prove  successful.  In  the  mean- 
time Victoria  can  very  well  bide  its  time  it 
would  be  the  part  of  the  most  elementary  busi 
ness  prudence  and  common  sense  to  obeerve  the 
Vancouver  experiment,  wait  for  Results,  and 
shape  out  an  educational  policy  accordingly 

In  the  pamphlet  published  by  the  Victoria 
School  Board  some  emphasli  Is  laid  on  the  fact 
that  "durliiK  the  pa.st  two  year.s  the  attendance 
tlie  commercial  classes  has  increase^  forty- 
seven  per  cent;  In  the  technical  twenty-one  per 
cent,  and  in  the  arts,  .seven  per  cent."  These

In  short  there  ha.s  been  no  noticeable 
Increase  in  the  proix)rtlon  of  students  attending 
these  classes  during  the  period  mentioned.  The 
figures  for  the  commercial  cla.sses  lose  niiieh  uf 
their  impresslveness  when  it  is  understood  that 
in  1926  the  commercial  students  formed  twenty- 
one  per  cent  of  the  hl«h  school  SBfOlmenl: 
twenty«three  per  cent  in  1»27,  and  ae.l  per  cent 
in  192a», 

If  there  are  any  young  people  in  Vletorta  who 

really  require  a  tralnirm  in  industrial  branches 
of  a  more  extended  character  than  that  which 
Is  now  provided  tot  the  177  who  now  receive  a 
'•limited  practical  trainliiR  In.structlon  In  the 
technical  workshops."  such  students  would  be 
w«U  advised  to  geek  that  training  in  the  fully 

equipped  vocational  .sciiool  to  be  established  In 
Vancouver.  Not  only  would  it  be  better  lor  the 
students  themselves  to  go  to  a  first  class  Institu- 
tion where  every  facility  will  be  i)rovlded,  but 
It  would  be  an  immense  financial  saving  to  Vic- 
toria. This  method  of  "relieving  the  eongestlon" 

in  the  local  hleh  .school  wa.s  not  mentioned  in 
the  School  Board's  pamphlet,  but  it  compares 
favorably  with  the  method  the  School  Trustees 
advocate.

March  tl^The  ofBclal 
gazette  annoonoee  that  the  King  has 

conferred  new  titles  on  Prince 
Henry.  He  becomes  Baron  Culloden. 
Earl  of  Ulater  and  D«ke  of  Olou- 
rester.  • 

The  new  titles  were  given  to  Prince 
Henry  in  edmmemoratlon  of  his 
twes^-alghth  birthday  tenerrow. 

Hereafter  the  Prince  will  be  known 
aa  the  Duke  of  Oloucester.  ThLs  Is 
arevtv.-il  of  a  title  of  Kreut  anliqtnty. 
although  It  has  been  rxtmr'  .since 
1834.  Robert,  the  na»ui,ii  son  of 
Henry  I.  was  created  Barl  of 
Oloucester  in  1123.  aad  there  "have 
been  DUkes  of  Oloucester  all  mem- 
bers of  the  royal  family,  during  the 
four  nnd  a  half  eaiiturtaa  Mtwten 

1385  and  1835. 

The  tltle.s.  Baron  Culloden  and 
Earl  of  Ulster  lire  In  compliment  to 
Scotland  and  IrelaBd.  Baron  Cul- 
loden la%  comparatively  recent  title, 
having  been  created  in  1801.  The 
title  Earl  of  TTlster  Is  manv  renturtes 
old.  although  It  never  before  ha.s 
been  borne  as  thr  ( hief  title  of  a 
member  of  the  royal  family.  The 
la^ t  holder  of  the  title  was  Tftrilllam 
Frederick,  a  oephew  of  Ocorie  Xli. 

Prince  Raary  win  therefore  take 
his  place  in  the  House  of  Lords  with 
his  brothers,  the  Prince  of  Wale.s. 
who  hold.s  the  peeraRe  of  n\ike  of 
Cornwall  and  others,  and  Prince  Al-

the  sign  of  a  chess  master. 

'After  many  ihcoanters  with 
Aleehln  penoiiaUy.  I  can  say  he  has 
the  pure  lore  of  the  b*auty  of  the 
comblnatiiins  of  the  (fame,  exolved 
only  through  the  cla.sh  of  mind 
con.spinng  against  mind  I  have 
won  brilliancy  games  agalast  hun. 
and  he  has  won  more  against  my- 
self, in.ctiess,  attacking  pteyers 
always  produce  the  best  spedmens 
of  the  game,  but  if  the  game  is 
good,  then  to  the  artist,  such  as 
Alechin  there  i.s  no  remorse  in  it, 
even  if  it  .should  be  lost 

"He  is  one  of  the  big  Influences 
in  moulding  the  style  In  which  the 
game  will  be  played  for  many  years 
to  come.  It  is  good  for  chess  play- 
ers to  think  that  the  play  will  never 
be  thrown  on  the  side  of  dull  chess, 
but  that  many  wonderful  strategic 
plans  nf  atta<k  will  yet  be  explored 

"His  name  is  already  attached  to 
one  sv.tem  of  defence.  One  cannot 
tell  how  long  his  name  will  endure 
In  the  minds  of  men.  Ruy  Lopez, 
the  Spanish  priest  of  the  sixteenth 
century.  Is  stUl  a  elassle  name  in 
chess."— F.  D.  Yates. 

W  winter  contributes  "The  His- 
tory of  the  World's  Champion- 
ship Matches  StelnlU.  he  says, 
"is  In  some  ways  the  most  striking- 
figure  of  all  the  world's  champions. 
Thioughout  his  reign,  the  kmgest 
In  tlie  history  of  the  championship 
he  stood  absolutely  head  ami 
shoulders  alloys  his  rivals  being 
able  to  plar  all  sorts  of  weird  ex- 
pcTlmeiit-  In  the  oi>ening.s  and  .still 
succ-ed,  even  against  his  most 
dangerou.s  oppoiKMiLs."

The  Winter  of  1917-18,  as  war  Winters  went 
in  France,  was  a  quiet  one  It  ^  the  ralm 
before  the  storm,  and  everytme  knew  this. 
Every  newspaper  story  on  tbe  war,  even  the 
communiques,  told  in  a  guarded  way  of  the 
coming  final,  desperate  attack.  Prance 
gathered  her  frayed  nerves  together  and  stood 
waiting. 

Paris,  the  goal  of  the  attark.  was  still  Paris, 
though  changed  a  bit,  dark  al  night  and  re- 
splendent in  unlform'by  day,  a  little  Jumpy  as 

to  nerves,  but  still  Paris  After  all,  every  race 
in  Europe  had  been  at  her  gates  m  one  cen- 
tury or  another,  and  she  was  still  Paris. 

Raids  Become  Nightly 

j  IB  notleo  of  the  coming  onslaught  was 
served  on  Paris  from  the  air.  On  Janu- 
ary 31,  1918,  the  city  suffered  her  first  serious 
air  raid  since  the  early  days  of  the  war.  There- 
iilter  the  raids  came  with  depressing  regularity 
and  were  almost  nightly  occurrences  Three 
11. il lion  people  were  kept  awake  every  night  by 
the  fear  that  they  might  be  blown  the  next 
mlnut*  into  cternltv  and  by  this  means  a  good 
groundwork  was  laid  by  the  enemy  for  a^lrect 
attack  on  these  people  and  thdr  nortes. 

Tlie  raids  became  more  vicious  and  lasted 
in  waves  of  bombers  .iiul  consequent  walls  of 
the  unearthly  sirens  and  barking  of  the  anti- 
aircraft guns  mod  of  the  night.  One  bomb 
fell  In  tiie  entranee  to  a  subway  station  in 
T.hich  the  street  crowds  had  taken  refuge,  and 
no  newepeper  dsrsd  to  teU  the  fuU  truth  ef 
that  slaughter 

The  enemy  was  telling  Paris  that  it  was 
soon  to  bogm  Ita  reel  attaek.  On  Mardi  |g 
r  nd  31  the  'bdds  hMted  nearly  aU  night.  On 
March  ai  the  great  drive  was  launched  on  the 
■nghsh  front,  and  the  eonununlques  told  the 
people  of  Parus  that  in  the  greatest  battle  in 
the  history  of  the  world  the  lines  were  holdine 
the  enemy  back,  "nte  gravity  of  the  situation 
was  roaUasri.  howvtar.  'Vette  fds.  e'est 
•erieux  "  said  Temps  the  tjext  day  under 
the  heading.  'Mllle  Trots  Cent  Vingt- 
Deptisms  Jour  de  la  Oame."

Explosion  Traced  to  New  Gun 

npHEN  a  notice  tix  tbe  early  afternoon  edi- 
*■  tlon  of  Le  Temps  and  one  or  two  other 
papers  came  upon  the  stage  and  gave  the  dtg 
Its  cue  for  the  last  actM  of  the  day's  drama. 
Appearing  in  the  black -typed,  single  column 
devoted  to  "Demlers  Heure."  It  announced 
that  a  great  new  gun  was  firing  on  Paris  from 
the  nearest  point  on  ttie  lines.  IM  kUonetroo 
away.  In  the  later  edtttoos  the  nedee  had 

ominously  disappeared. 

The  methodical  explosions  mystified  and 
troubled  the  dty  until  late  afternoon.  Then 
they  ceased.  The  oesaatlon  added  to  the  mys- 
tery. It  became  another  fooal  potot  of  dis- 
cussion over  the  apperlttf. 

The  mild  Spring  evening  found  Parts  out 
of  doors  and  intent  on  a  solution  of  the  day  s 
weird  happenings.  A  night  air  raid  was  to  be 
expected,  of  course,  and  that  expoetatlen  and 
the  latest  re^iorts  from  the  front  rolored  every 
thesis  propounded  to  explain  tlie  events  of  tlie 
day.

VMOIfO  Canada's  many  Oovemors-Oan- 
eral  during  the  past  sixty  years  per- 
haps none  have  endeared  themselves 
more  to  Canadians  or  more  worthily  filled  his 
high  office  than  Albert,  Earl  Grey. 

It  is  more  than  ten  years  since  his  work  in 
this  world  was  finished,  and,  perhaps,  you  will 
like  to  learn  a  little  about  a  high-mUided. 
loval  gentleman,  who  believed  that  the  British 
Empire  was  great  then  and  would  become 
greater  still  in  the  future.  In  its  wide  spaces, 
he  thought  there  was  room  for  many  millions 
of  good  and  happy  men,  women  and  clxlldren. 
Coming  to  Canada  In  the  years  whan  tha  great 

em|)fy  pralile  spaces  were  being  co\ered  with 
golden  grain,  when  mhies  were  being  devel- 
oped and  clttbs  were  growing  up  on  every 
hand,  when  sea  and  forest  were  adding  to  her 
wealth  and  factories  were  busy.  Earl  Grey 
thought  that  our  country  would  take  the  lead 
among  Britain's  overseas  Domlnlotis. 

Earl  Orey  helped  In  many  ways  to  make  his 
dream  of  wliat  Canada  should  be  come  true.

XTLTHES  Albert  Oroy  was  a  child  he  lived  in 
or  near  lha  palaoas  of  Queen  victoria, 
chiefly  at  Windsor  Oaatle.  'RIs  father,  a  Brit- 
ish general,  was  saeratary  at  first  to  rrince 
Albert  and  afterwards  to  queen  Victoria.  As 
he  grew  up  pertle  Orey  played  with  the 
younger  sons  of  the  Queen  and  their  friends. 

When  he  was  fourteen  his  father  wa*  afraid 
the  handsome  lad  would  depend  too  much  on 
him  and  his  mother  if  he  sent  him  to  Eton, 
which  was  quite  near  home,  so  he  chose 
Harrow,  one  of  the  great  pubUc  schools  fur- 
ther away.  '  He  wrote  a  letter  to  his  boy  there 
which  waa  nav«r  forgotten  by  hloitpa.  He 


"At  Harrow  you  win  Bseet  many  more  and 

older  boys  than  you  have  yet  done,  and 
amongst  such  a  nuinl>^r  there  are  sure  to  be 
some  whooe  aequatataaoe  la  not  desirable.  Yet 
I  would  have  you  good-natured  and  civil  to 
all;  your  own  good  sense  and  feeling  will 
easily  show  you  those  of  whom  you  ean  make 

friends.  You  will  al.so  see  and  hear  much 
that  I  could  wish  you  not  to  see  and  hear. 
But  I  trust  impUeltly  to  you  never  to  forget 
that  you  are  a  gentleman,  and  don't  be  led 
by  the  example  of  others  to  indulge  in  vulgar 
or  lmpr<H>er  language.  Show  by  your  silenoe 
en  such  oocaslons.  or  by  avoiding,  as  far  sl% 
you  can,  boys  who  may  use  such  language  that 
you  do  not  like  it.  But  keep  on  good  terms 
with  all  your  f  eUow^sdailars.

Khodes  added  to  the  Eteipire  and  served  his 
country  In  oUier  parts  of  the  workl. 

QotJec HOC  General  of  Canada 

TN  King  Edward  Seventh's  reign  Bart  Grey 

'  was  .sent  In  1904  as  f>overnor-C'ren'*ral  to 
Canada.  Though  the  King's  representative 
must  almoot  always  sanction  any  bin  passed 
by  Parliament,  It  Is  not  to  be  supposed  that  he 
is  an  idle  person.  When  he  is  a  good  and  an 
able  man  his  Influence  Is  felt  in  many  ways. 
Earl  Orey  taught  Canadlaas  that  their  coun- 
try was  loved  and  valued  by  Great  Britain. 
He  showed  thsm  that  our  country  could  only 
prosper  If  there  was  peace  at  home.  There 
wnn  no  room  for  dl.'.llke  or  jealousy  between 
people  of  diflerent  races  and  religions.  Like 
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"^the  Kliw.  his  master,  he  was  a  pearsmeker. 

With  all  hi.s  heart  he  helped  In  the  great 
festival  at  Quebec  which  celebrated  the 
foundix«  of  Canada  by  fawmpkln.  the  great 
rttqdaaaa.  thna  buadred  yaan  beten..

T  ORD  Grey  found  out  in  hl.s  lourneys 
through  Canada  that  there  was  much 
suffering  because  of  lonellnees.  There  is  a 
story  told  of  a  shy.  Ignorant  girl  who  was 
charmed  Into  telling  of  her  longing  for  some> 
thing  to  read'.  By  next  mail  her  visitor  sent 
her  a  Ijook  He  visited  lonely  farmhoiueo  and 
comforted  the  women  who  .spent  their  lives 
far  from  their  old  homes.  He  made  them  feel 
how  iiiujortant  waa  the  work  they  were  dotng 
In  the  world. 

Nothhig  that  would  help  In  making  the

It  should  show  boundary  Unas,  drives  and 
walks,  existing  buildings,  trees  that  are  to  be 
retained,  a  note  of  the  direction  of  the  views 
which  are  to  be  preawv^  and  those  that  are 
to  be  Uoehed  out.  not  forgetting  the  pointe  of 

the  cnmpa.ss  Hiich  a  plan  .submitted  to  a 
garden  urclillccl  wouid,  no  doubt,  be  the  mcanx 
of  obtaining  aiaay  useful  htota  aa  to  planting, 

but  la  any  case  make  a  plan,  even  If  fOtt  pro- 
pose dlsigniri'  '  "M!   i.-xn  k:arde^. 

A  House  Setting 

npHE  front  garden  is  lmportai^jM|,not  al- 
ways  most  important.  The  odHHBllty  has 
to  be  considered  in  this  connection  and  on  ac- 
count of  community  con.slderations  tlie  best 
possible  elTect  should  be  produced  here.  A 
town  fhmt  garden  is  as  a'  rule  only  large 
enough  to  make  h  netting  for  the  hoUSe  and 
.take  it  a  little  back  from  the  street. 

The  ssying  that  "lt*la  not  a  home  'tUl  it  Is 
planted"  is  very  true.  Bare  founda^Mms  and 
straight  lines  are  alwavs  noticeable  features  of 
a  home  as  yet  unplanted.  What  is  known  as 
"foundation  planting"  is  an  effort  to  hide  or 

,'often  the  Tevrrlly  of  the  b.irr  hou.sc  and  to 
form  a  pleasing  connecting  link  between  the 
building  and  the  ground.   Bvergreen  shrubs 

will.  In  mo.sf  ra.ses,  be  Ihr  bet   .subj«'ct.';  for 

this  purpose,  particularly  if  some  of  the  berry- 
bewtag  shi^be  are  Intredueed,  as  these  are 

attractive  during  the  Winter  months  Plant 
the  taller-growing  subjects*  between  ttic 
vrlndows  and  the  dwarf er-growers  imder  them. 
Make  the  planting  irregular  and  where  the 
taller  shrubs  are  used  make  the  bed  the  widest. 

Individual  Ideoi 

T  N  fhr  garden  at  the  sldr  nf  rrnr  of  the  limisc 
the  objects  to  be  kept  in  mind  are  the  pres- 
ervation  of  views  that  are  worth  while,  the 
aeeurlng  of  a  certain  amount  of  seclusion,  and 
the  shutting  out  of  unattractive  features 
Where  It  is  impossible  to  shut  out  a  bad  feature 
altogether,  try,  at  least,  to  shut  It  out  from 
the  points  most  used  While  general  rules  are 
worth  cousldermg,  uidividuai  taste  iu  arrange- 
ment, the  kinds  of  plants  to  be  used,  the  oolor 
.'chemes  and  .seasoius  of  tilnDminR  .should  eacli 
be  kept  in  mind,  especially  at  the  time  of 
initial  planting. 

In  grading  the  ground  a  few  principles 
should  be  remembered.  Ground  near  the 
house  should  be  as  level  as  possible.  Broken 
surfaces  are  quite  all  right  aa  lawna  reoede 
from  the  building  '  The  ground  near  walks 
should  be  level  for  a  few  feet  at  least,  after 
Which  it  may  bo  made  to  elope  in  any  deeMd 

direction.  The  polnta  from  which  to  Rradr 
are  the  steps  to  the  house  floor  level  and  the 
pfttb  er  path*  la  the  front  and  rear  of  the 


How  to  Grade 


TPHE  ground  In  many  city  lots  will  be  found 
to  slope  from  or  to  the  rear  of  tlie  hou.se.  if 
the>grade  is  only  slight  it  may  remain  much  as 
It  Is.  If.  however,  there  U  a  real  sense  ef  slope, 
it  Is  best  to  level  for  a  short  distance  back 
from  the  house,  making  a  small  terrace  from 
wlileh  tlie  reoMUnlng  ground  ean  assume  the 

natural  grade  Artificiality  In  iiradlnK  sliould 
be  avoided.  This  need  not  prevent  the  mak-

pursued  by  experts  at  experimental 
farms  up  and  down  the  country,  tliere  are  "ex- 
periments" whioh  anyone  can  perform  In  the* 
smallest  of  gardens  which  are  productive  of 
amusement  and  pleasure  and  some  mental 
profit,  even  if  they  have  no  economic  aim  or 
justification. 

The  tremenaous  advances  made  in  recent 
years  along  the  lines  of  novel  TJrodoctlons  In 
llir  garden  allow  us  to  glimpse  a  future  which 
will  be  Ailed  with  oddities  which,  even  if  tlicy 
do  leaW  the  plaudits  of  the  world  at  lar^c  to 
po  to  (he  produrfiun.;  of  the  .serious  hortu  ui 
turlct,  are  still  valuable  in  that  they  serve  to 
satisfy  the  human  craving  for  change  and 
novelty. 

Few  of  us — even  those  who  love  their  gar- 
dens bestr— have  a  full  appreciation  of  the  ex- 
tremely accommodating  temperament  which 
obtains  in  the  vcRetable  kingdom,  or  of  tho 
case  with  wtiich  the  plastic  forces  of  plant  life 
can  be  bent  and  shaped  to  eult  our  whim. 

Vari-Colored  Hyacinths 

'T*  AKI.  for  example,  the  staMy  hyacinth.  It 

is  not  generally  known  that  thLs  dignified 
member  of  the  bulbous  family  can  be  made  to 
satisfy  a  vulgar  demand  for  eomething  new. 

Yet  curious  comlitiiatlon.s  of  color,  apparently 
coming  from  tlie  one  central  stem,  can  easily 
be  produoed. 

At  planting  time  take  two  hyacinth  bulbe 

of  strongly  contrasting  colors  from  a  group 
whose  members  flower  at  the  same  tune,  and 
carefully  slit  each  bulb  down  the  centre  with 
a  sharp  knife  -taking  care  not  to  touch  the 
"heart"  of  cither  bulb.  The  halves  containuig 
the  "heart"  aro  bound  fbrmly  together  with 
raflla  and  In  time  they  coalesce.  When  the 
flowering  season  comes  the  central  spike  will 
bear  flower*  of  the  two  colors  witich  were 

A  TrickRoie  - 

VTOT  quite  .so  "-Imple  but  along  the  same 
^  lines  is  a  trick  which  used  to  be  played 
with  roses.  A  standard  reae  oan  be  produced 
which  will  carry  red.  white  and  yellow  blossoms 
stmulUneously.  This  is  done  by  grafting  dif- 
ferent colored  roeee  on  a  oommon  etem.  Care 
must  be  taken  that  the  grafts  selected  are 
irom  roses  which' bloom  at  the  same  time. 
Color,  indeed,  is  probably  the  easiest  thing 

to  Influence  with  flowers.  A  solution  of  alum 
added  to  the  potting  soli  will  turn  the  pink 
hydrangea  bhw.  Vkagmenti  of  rusty  iron 
added  to  the  soil  win  prodttoa  a  eonowhat 
similar  effect. 

Cu^  flowers  with  soft  stems  are  easily 
chaiiKcd  In  hue  by  standini;  \  hom  in  differently 
colored  solutions.  Lily  of  the  Valley,  for  ex- 
ample, can  be  made  red,  green,  or  violet  by 
standing  it  in  Ink.s  of  these  colors.  Green 
carnations  for  St.  Patrick's  Day  are  produced 
by  standing  the  items  of  the  white  blossoms  in 
green  Ink. 

Producing  the  pip-less  apple  was  an  old  trick 
m  which  gardeners  of  a  more  leisurely  age 
than  the  present  delighted.  These  apples  were 

grown  on  dwarf  trees  in  pots  and  at  blos.som 
time  great  care  was  taken  lo  remove  the  male 
elments  of  the  flower  before  they  shed  pollen. 
Then  Ihe  gardener  would  "tickle'  the  torus 
witli  a  camel  hair  brush  and  set  in  motion  tlic 
nmchkMry  for  the  prodnetton  of  the  curloeKy.

Fatted  Gooseberriee 

nnmil.ENT  gooseberries  may  be  ))rodu(  cd 
by  pulling  out  the  dry  tips  at  the  base  of 
the  berry  and  supendlng  amaU  eontalners  with 
water  so  that  the  berry  just  makes  contact 
with  the  surface  of  the  water.  More  naturally 
large  gooeeberrles  are'  obtained  by  restricting 
the  bush  to  one  or  two  stems  and  growing  It 
on  (he  cordon  prlnMplc 

Dwarf  trees— of  apparently  great  antlqulty-- 
are  simple  productions,  lliere  li  no  need  to 

imiioft  ancient  oaks  from  the  Orient  fOT  one 
can  grow  them  in  an  orange  skin. 

After  cutting  a  round  hole  in  an  orange  the 
contents  are  carefully  extracted  and  the  skin 
filled  up  with  a  mlktUlO  of  peat  moss,  loam 
and  some  charoeaL  An  acorn  is  inserted  and 
in  a  short  time  a  small  oak  tree  appears. 
Roots  of  the  ancient  tree  will  make  their  way 
through  the  skin  when  they  should  be  snipped 
off.  As  soon  as  growte  has  fairly  commenoed 
the  water  irlven  to  the  tree  should  be  reduced 
in  quantity  until  only  enough  is  given  to  keep 
It  alive. 

In  a  few  seasons  the  tree  w^l  have  every 
appearance  of  venerable  antiquity.  The  same 
thing  can  be  done  in  a  small  "thumb"  pot, 
occasionally  pulling  out  the  hard  ball  of  roots 
and  soil  to  administer  a  snipping  to  the  roots.

npKB  poultry  keeper's  duties  are  much  in- 
creased  with   tho  arrival  of  Spring. 

Whilst  all  who  are  anxious  to  hatch  or  rear  a 
few  eiiickeim  arc  making  every  arrangement, 
and  April  should  see  definite  actkm  taken,  tor 
those  wr#)  wish  for  Winter-laying  breeds 
should  hatch  all  they  can  this  montli  or  valu- 
able- thnft-«lll .ha-* Ital ■  Jttm   ■ittiiL.  M» 

breeds  Ifke  elRht  ni<inihs,  but  the  eggs  are 
generally  smaller  and  the  early  production 
will  prevent  their  growth  and  minimise  their 

flame,  whilst  Invariably  %  moult  sets  in. 
Broody  hens  will  now  be  plentiful  at  ^»out 
12  each,  and  preference  should  be  given  to 
hens  with  plenty  of  flufT  and  as  fat  as  poe« 
slble  In  order  that  the  heat  may  be  main- 
tained during  the  twenty-one  days.  A  good 
dusting  with  "Keating's"  or  sulphur  powder  Is 
essential,  also  a  few  days  before  hatching  day 
arrives  so  as  to  prevent  the  growth  of  lice, 
which  once  infecUng  the  yoang  fledglh«8.  wlU 

fl'ilckly  cause  (hen.  to  droop  and  die. 

Breeders  sliould  see  that  all  coops  are  white- 
washed this  month  and  kept  sweet  and  clean, 
also  be  liberal  with  fresh  straw  and  peat  mass 
litter  for  the  bedding,  which  .should  be  re- 
newed every  week,  if  not  oflencr.  Ventila- 
tion IS  very  Imiiortant  in  all  coop.s.  and  whilo 
I  advcK'afe  a  wcwxlen  .shutter  to  be  u-ed  at 
night.  It  IS  well  lu  leave  a  good  space  at  top, 
and  as  the  chickens  g^vw  the  ventllatlen  may 
be  Increased 

riic  open  front  of  all  coopt.  should  face 
south  exomi  when  rain  is  from  that  quarter. 
Do  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  feed  ncwly-hached 
chickens,  but  keep  them  warm  for  twenty- 
four  or  even  thirty-six  hours,  during  which 
time  they  subsist  on  the  pabulum  $up|died  by 
nature  before  leaving  the  shell. 

Soft  food  for  a  few  days,  with  a  supply  of 
grit,  also  dean  water  daily,  also  green  food, 

e.-^peclally  onion  tops  and  dandelion  leaves. 
Chickens  should  daily  progress,  and  t^>areful 
attention  their  growth  can  be  daily  watched. 
If  any  are  backward  in  feathering,  a  little 
sulphur  powder  sprinkled  In  the  soft  food  will 
soon  remedy  matters.  April  is  the  month  to 
set  eggs  from  the  smaller  active  prolific  breeds, 
which  make  no  pretence  at  table  poultry,  but 
will,  if  hatdied  in  May.  generally  lay  225  to 
a7ft  eggs  por  annum  if  obtained  from  trap- 
nested  .strains. 

Strain  is  an  important  factor  if  eggs  are  the 
desideratum,  and  I  know  of  many  poultry 
jards  where  tlie  owih  r  can  tell  to  an  egg  how 
many  eggs  each  hen  in  his  breeding  pen  has 
laid,  and  not  only  so,  but  also  the  number  laid 
by  her  parents,  and  it  Is  by  this  means  good 
laying  strains  are  perfected  In  this  category 
we  have  Anconas.  Andalusians,  Camplnes, 
Hamburghs,  Leghorns,  Redcaps  and  Houdans. 
All  will  stand  confinement  and  chickens  are 
easy  to  rear,  providing  they  have  exercise,  for 
from  start  to  finish  non-sMtlng  breeds  must 
have  emrctse.  By  providing  dry  leaves,'  chaff, 
or  even  road  dust,  etc..  which  should  bavo  an 
eseellent  ehkfeeif  mixture  of  smaH  seeds,  tn- 

se(  t.^.  etc.,  known  as  "Cliikkt  "  si-attcrcd 
amongst  it  all  day  long,  the  young  birds  will 
be  busy  with  the  tempting  grains  they  find. 

Readers  of  these  notes  are  warned  agaia.'.t 
indiscriminate  purchasing  of  clilckens  or  day 
olds  without  proper  enquiry  as  to  their 
parentage,  as  from  immature  or  non-produc- 
tive fowls  it  Is  impossible  to  rear  strong, 
vigorous  chickens.  "Day  olds"  can  usually  be 
purchased  at  double  the  price  of  eggs,  and 
this  plan  sueeeeds  admirably,  often  saving 
time  and  vesttion.  wMM  the  broody  hens 
take  kindly  to  the  thiy  tmveten  if  gtvta  tliem 
at  night.

It  Ls 
Bainisfather  who  pours  Into  them  creative 
energy  and  to  whoso  Involved  ends  all  their 
work  oontrlbutes. 

His  position  !s  a  unique  one  Not  only  Is  he 
the  director,  but  author  as  welL  In  addition 
hto  artistic  ablUUes  make  it  posilblo  for  him 
to  pre.sent  his  Ideas  of  ret  and  castume  In  the 
form  of  skillful  drawings  instead  of  words.  A 
picture  to  usually  much  OMMre  deftailte  than  a 
speech.  He  Is  also  hto  own  oastlqff  director. 

Until  the  picture  Is  completed  no  one  will  be 
able  to  say  definitely  how  good  his  story  is, 
but  from  those  portions  of  the  film  aheady 
made  it  can  be  ewphattwllf  stated  that  ha  to 
a  great  director.

-  All  the  film  we  saw  was  of  war  stuff.  It 
was  different  from  any  war  pictures  we  have 
e  ver  seen.  For  the  first  time  we  saw  soldlen 
on  the  screen  who  behaved  like  soldlen  and 
to  whom  heroism  was  incidental.  This  to  a 
great  relief  after  watching  pictures  for  yean 
In  which  all  were  heroM  and  to  whom  sokUer- 
ing  was  incidental.

Presbyterian  Church.  Edmonton,  who,  last 
Summer,  celebrated  the  fortieth  anniversary  of 
his  arrival  to  take  charge  of  the  kirk  in  Id- 

Dr  D  n  McQueen,  whom  all  Edmonton 
honored  at  a  banquet  In  the  Macdonald  Hotel 
on'  his  anniversary,  six  hundred  guests  sitting 
down  to  the  banquet  and  all  colors,  creeds,  re- 
ligions and  political  stripes  co-mingling,  was 
presented  with  a  gold-headed  cane  by  members 
of  the  Northern  Alberta  Pioneers  and  Old 
Timers'  Association.  Mrs.  McQueen  waa  pre- 
sented with  a  ptirse  of  gold.  And  Or.  and  Mrs.

^^ome4^ow  cr  other  it  .seems  as  if  the  French 
National  Theatre  has  always  had  a  Canadian 
n  the  cast,  (he  work  of  Pauline  Donalda  and 
barah  Fiacher  being  so  fresh  in  the  public 
mind.  But  this  is  the  first  tlma  SUf  qi4ta  a 
peri'Hi  that  the  masculine  element  has  pre- 
dominated. 

Albert  Comellter  followed  up  his  work  in 

"Pagliaocl"  by  appearing  in  "La  To!sca  '  and 
"Louise."  With  the.se  for  a  foundation  he 
then  essayed  "Mlgnon."  the  comic  opera  of 
Ambrose  Thoma.s  whuh  .>  as  introduced  by  de 
L«uven  before  the  war  of  1870.  and  "Tlic  Bar- 
ber of  Seville,"  by  Rossml,  which  had  its  open- 
ing night  as  far  back  as  17g9  in  the  old  Hotel 
}  eydeau  under  the  direction  of  Cherubinl  and 
de  Viotti. 

Recently  the  yoimg  Montreal  tenor  has  been 

appearing  in  more  modern  composition ,  siidi 
as  Claude  Debussy's  "Peleas  and  Melisande, "  hi 
which  he  assumed  tlie  role  of  Peleas.  He 
li  >w  hopes  to  create  a  sucoees  in  Messager's 
"Fortunio. "  for  which  his  physique  suits  him 
admirably. 

Seven  years  ago  Comelller  graduated  from 

the  University  of  Montreal  and  then  proceeded 
to  study  law,  which  he  found  to  be  as  uncon- 
genial as  it  was  unremnnerative.    Being  an 

expert  pianist  he  manaiml  i  >  land  a  job  at 
the  Strand  Theatre,  Montreal,  wluch  he  held 
until  he  had  saved  enough  money  to  pay  his 
expenses  to  Paris. 

With  two  addre.s-ses  in  his  notebf><)k.  the 
Conaervatory  of  Paris  and  an  adjoining  hotel, 
he  started  out  to  make  both  ends  meet. 
1  ji  kilv  he  had  arrived  Just  before  the  exami- 
nations for  foreign  students  seeking  admis- 
sion to  the  Conservatoire  de  Paris.  At  the 
time  there  were  sixty  appUcants.  As  only  two 
•re  admitted  annually  he  waa  none  too 
sanguine. 

The  examiners,  however,  were  not  only  sur- 
prised at  his  versatility  but  also  at  the  extent 
to  which  his  musical  sense  had  been  developed. 
The  result  was  never  in  doubt. 

A«  the  end  of  his  first  jrear,  or  in  1923  to 
be  exact,  young  Comelller  won  the  "medallle 
de  solfege  et  de  vocallaaa."  or  In  other  words 
he  won  the  medal  for  the  way  in  which  he 
took  advantage  of  his  leesons  and  his  singing 
without  naming  the  notes  or  pronouncing  the 
words.  M.  Albert  Carre  and  M.  Leon  David 
were  responsible  for  this.  In  his  final,  or 
fourth  year,  he  won  the  Premier  Prix  of  the 
Opera  Oomlque. 

Albert  Oomelller  has  now  brfn  regularly  en- 
gaged by  Meosrs.  Masson  and  Kico,  the  direc- 
tors of  the  nanoh  National  Theatre.

Bruchesi  has  Just  been  appcinted  Professor  of 
General  and  PoUtical  History  at  the  University 
of  Montreal. 

Jean  appeared  on  the  Pari.s  horlBOn  In  July, 
1923.  OS  an  attaclie  wih  Senator  Beaubien's 
mission  and  Immediately  made  his  personality 
felt  by  digging  up  the  various  members  of  it 
to  early  •morning  Mass.  Happily  he  was  so  nice 
about  Vfpe  escaped  the  assaults  which  threat- 
ened at  ^  monent.

Tho 
Crusadafa  badge,  a  sheathed  sword  upon 
which  are  Imposed  the  .starlet  and  blue 
chevrons  of  service.

from  a  bar  Is  the  Inscription:  "For  Merit.

Mrs.  Mun'hy,  who  Is  a  native  of  CIBakstown. 
Ontario,  was  educated  at  Bishop  Btrachan 
School  in  Toronto.  She  has  long  been  iden- 
tified with  all  the  movements  for  progress  and 
better  citizenship  throughout  the  Dominion, 
and  is  an  author  of  note.

Murphy  holds  an  ehvlable  poaltkm  today  upon 
the  Alberta  bench  Her  recent  decoration  is 
a  tribute  such  as  few  women  are  privileged  to 
receive  during  their  lifetime,  placing  her  on

There  are  certain  ( liaracteristics 
about  new  motors  and  their  car- 
buretors which  distinguish  them 
from  the  older  types.  One  h.irdly 
ever  sees  on  the  new  motors  the 
long  Intake  pipe  from  the  carburetor 
to  the  manifold.  The  carburetor 
today  is  higher  and  very  close  to 
the  intake,  which  is  often  cored 
into  the  cylinder  block  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  formerly.  Of 
course,  the  object  is  to  prevent  the 
recondensation  of  the  gasoline  after 
it  has  been  vaporised  and  mixed 
with  the  tir. 

Another  feature  of  the  new  manl* 
folds  is  that  they  are  designed  to 
keep  the  gas  In  a  constant  .stale  of 
motion  after  It  Is  drawn  from  tlic 
carburetor.  The  continuous  aglta- 
tl(m  of  the  gas  helps  to  prevent 
condensation  and  at  the  same  time 
It  promotes  the  homogenlty  of  the 
mixture.  In  plain  English,  this 
means  that  a  .sample  of  the  mixture 
would  contain  the  same  quantity  of 
air  and  gasf)line  no  matter  from 
what  part  of  the  manifold  it  were 
drawn. 

The  practice  of  keeping  the  gaso-  | 
line  In  a  con.stant  .state  of  agitation 
in  the  manifold  is  directly  opposite 
to  what  was  thought  good  practice 
a  itew  years  ago.  At  that  time  It 
was  the  effort  of  every  deslgher  to 
put  easy  sweeping  curves  In  the 
manifold  to  make  the  flow  of  the 
gasoline  and  air  mixture  Ju.'^t  as 
easy  as  passible  This  is  still  ob- 
served a.s  far  as  the  exhaust  mani-
